While seated at the wheel of the 
Nymph in Avalon bay, bound outward 
for a day of Ashing with his wife, J. 
H. Matthews, father of the editor of 
the Argus, dropped back suddenly on 
Tuesday morning of this week and died 
almost immediately of heart 
failure. 
He was 71 years old. 


The elder Matthews had just greeted 
the yacht Comfort, on which his son, 
W. H. Matthews is captain, and had 
sung out cheerfully 
that his launch 
was "running like a t o p . " The stroke 
came almost at once after the greeting, 
and the smile that was on his face 
never left it. 
His wife stopped the 
engine, and hia son came from the 
yacht Comfort in a skiff and brought 
the launch to the shore. 


For 
over twenty 
years, the elder 
Matthews and his wife had been resi­ 
dents of Covina, coming 
here •• from 
Manitoba, where for number of years 
he was .engaged in grain ranching on 
a large scale. He engaged in the sell­ 
ing of real estate here, and in con­ 
ducting an insurance 
business, 
with 
offices in the Argus building. 
He had 
been for years the secretary of tho 
Columbia Land & 
Water 
Company, 
which supplies large acreages in Char­ 
ter Oak with irrigating water. 


It was his annual custom to take 
his vacation at Catalina Island, where 
many years ago he built a cottago, ancl 
the town of Avalon was in some re­ 
spects as much his homo as was Covina. 
He was an enthusiastic sailor and fish- 


piest .periods of his life on the.bay of 
Avalon. 


Mr. Mathows v/as a constant atten­ 
dant at tho Covina Baptist church, tak­ 
ing a leading interest in tho affairs of 
the organization, and ho was a man of 
gentle, kindly and forbearing disposi­ 
tion, with firm convictions, but with a 
deep and abiding feeling of 
charity 
toward everyone, a man ripened in the 
hard experiences of life. 
It was his 
wont to say occasionally, " I 
am a 
Christian in my own way, the only way 
I know." 


A native of England he was deeply 
distressed hy tho hideous war 
that 
began a jrear ago in Europo, and he 
grieved constantly for the hosts of his 
people who were sacrificing their lives. 
The last year of his life was made u 
greater strain on account of this war, 
as he was not a man who could blunt 
his sensibilities to the colossal tragedy 
of it all. Many of hiH friends' names 
appeared in the lists of casualties in 
tho English and Canadian newspapers, 
and one of his host-loved relatives died 
on the bloody field of Ypres, 
In the 
opinion of many who were closely as­ 
sociated with him it was the great war- 
tragedy that weakened his heart unci 
hastened the end. 


Tho body was brought from Avalon 
on Wednesday, and the funeral was 
held on Thursday afternoon, 
friends 
gathering at the residence on Second 
street and accompanying the body to 
Onkdflle cemetery for interment. Rev. 
W. W. Cathorwood, pastor of the Co­ 
vina Baptist 
church 
read the ritual 
for the dead at the grave.

IN USE AT WHITTIER. 


Tho new cynnofumer which is expect­ 
ed to revolutionize fumigation, and tho 
efficiency of which has been reported 
upon by tho pathological laboratory in 
Whittier, is boing tried out by tho 
Whittier Citrus Association. Tho ma- 
chitlo, which eliminates tho gas pot por­ 
tion: of the fumigation process, under­ 
went a test at the north end of Picker­ 
ing avenue. 


Tho machine does all that is claimed 
for it, and the invention of it creates 
a quicker aiul more efficient method of 
placing the gas under tho fumigating 
tents. - According to L. A. Brundige,

GREAT ACREAGES OF KELP 


AVAILABLE FOB POTASH. 


(Riverside-Enterprise). 


As the writer looked for miles up 
and down the coast the other day at 
Laguna Beach and noted the great kelp 
bods extending far out into the ocean, 
lie could not fail to wonder if they 
•would ever be converted into the pot­ 
ash BO badly needed by farms and or­ 
chards of California and all the United 
States. There have been sundry rumors 
of big plants to be erected on the coast 
of Southern California, but the enter­ 
prises seom not to have proceeded fur­ 
ther than the preliminary 
announce­ 
ment stage. 


Kelp, where 
available, has always 
been regarded by farmers as a valuable 
fertilizer of the soil; it is one of the 
oldest and longest tried, and was aban­ 
doned only when the more convenient, 
cheaper and sometimes more 
effective 
fertilizers were introduced. In this line 
the agriculturists of the world 
have 
taken up with first one and then ano­ 
ther material until, within a decade or 
so, dependence has been placed mainly 
upon potash salts, the output of which 
is largely controlled by Germany. There 
has been a steady increase in the use of 
fertilizers in the United States in re­ 
cent years. This is shown in increased 
production and importation. 
The do­ 
mestic manufacture of fertilizers in a 
single year amounts in value to more 
than $100,000,000, or about double that 
reported 10 years ago. Among the im­ 
portations, nitrate of soda ranks 
first 
in value, which under normal condi­ 
tions 
reaches 
$20,000,000 
annually. 
About 15 per cent of the quality thus 
represented is used for fertilizer. 
Im­ 
ports of sulphate of ammonia are in­ 
creasing. Kainite, a potash salt, at the 
outbreak of the war was being import­ 
ed at the rate of 400,000 tons a year; 
sulphate of potash at the rate of 43,000 
tons, and other fertilizer salts at the 
rate of .172,000 tons. Approximately 00 
per cent of the imported potash is used 
for fertilizers. 


During the controversy over the Ger­ 
man potash restriction of two years ago 
tho newspapers had considerable to say 
about the discovery of potash beds in 
various parts of tho United States, but 
the agricultural 
appropriation act of 
101.'} provided for tho publication of re­ 
ports and maps dealing with tho loca­ 
tion, extent and general possibilities of 
tho kelp beds of the 1'aci/lc coast. 
It 
was roughly estimated at tho timo that 
if tho recovery of the potash from this 
kelp could be made commercially possi­ 
ble, tho United States would be inde­ 
pendent of production in any other 
country for an indefinite number of 
years. 


Kelp 1B one of the commonest of sea- 
woods. It is found practically every­ 
where. I t is of extraordinary size in 
tho Pacific beds surveyed by the gov­ 
ernment. From the report of this sur­ 
vey, recently issued, It appears 
that 
thoro aro .'100 square miles of 
commer­ 
cially available" kelp beds oft* the Pa­ 
cific coast of tho United States, capable 
of producing an unnual harvest of 50,- 
305,000 tons of fresh weed, which will 
yield .'t,;t00,000 tons of potassium chlo­ 
ride. On the basis of ante-bellum prices 
this annual crop would be worth $150,• 
000,000. The current annual need of 
tho United States is put at about 413,- 
000 tonH of puro potassium 
chloride. 
The amount theoretically available is 
about eight times that amount. A con­ 
clusion drawn b y tho federal bureau of 
soils, from an anlaysis of the report, is 
that " i t would appear to be thoroughly 
feasible so to organize the harvesting 
and drying of kelp along tho Pacific 
littoral that our fertilizer industry can 
be promptly emancipated from depen­ 
dence upon the potash salts of Ger­ 
many. ' ' 


As this is tho end toward which the 
United States government and a great 
number of private individuals anil con­ 
cerns have been working for the last 
three years, it would seem that what­ 
ever stops may be necessary 
toward 
making practical the theory of tho sur­ 
veyors should be taken without delay.

The record of development which has 
been 
made 
on the 
North 
Whittier 
Heights subdivision on the slopes of 
the Whittier hills during the past two 
years, is an illustration of the rapidity 
with which Southern California is be­ 
ing developed. This subdivision, which, 
comprises about 1850 acres, was pur­ 
chased from the " L u c k y " Baldwin es­ 
tate in the fall of 1912, and was sub­ 
divided and offered on tho market in 
the spring of .1913, since which time 
there 
has been 
sold 
approximately 
$472,075 worth of unplanted lands in 
tracts of 5 to 50 acres, or in tracts 
planted to Valencia 
oranges, 
Eureka 
lemons, 
Marsh 
seedless 
grapefruit, 
grafted 
softshell 
walnuts, and ahua- 
cates (alligator pears). There has been 
a sum total of approximately 743 acres 
disposed of up to the present time. 


The first orchards were planted on 
this subdivision in May, 1013, and at 
the present date there has been about 
.1107 acres planted. 


The proportion of varities of trees 
in which the ordchards were planted 
are 370 acres of Valencia oranges, 588 
acres of lemons, 140 acres of grafted 
softshell walnuts of the Placentia Per­ 
fection variety, 24 acres of Marsh seed­ 
less grapefruit, and 45 acres of budded 
ahuacatcs of all the best varieties. 


In addition to the acreage 
planted 
on the North Whittier Heights subdi­ 
vision, there has been about 300 acres 
planted to citrus ad walut trees on 
lands adjoining 
this subdivision 
dur­ 
ing the past two years. 


There has also been a large amount 
of nursery stock planted on tho North 
Whittier Heights property by nursery­ 
men who are experieced in the various 
lines. Edwin G. Hart has some 12,000 
ahuacate trees budded to all the best 
varieties of Southern California, and 
to a number of imported varieties. E. 
Pollard, who has been in the citrus 
nursery business in the South Pasadena 
section for the past twenty years, and 
who is one of tho best known nursery­ 
men of Southern California, has gone 
into the citrus nursery business on an 
extensive scale with his brother-in-law, 
Ralph Martin, on a 20-acro 
property 
which he purchased at North Whittier 
Heights. 
George Wcinshank, who has 
been in the walnut nursery business at 
Whittier for a number of years, and 
who is possibly tho largest grower of 
grafted 
walnut nursery stock in the 
state, is arranging to go into the nur­ 
sery business also on a large scale on 
a 45-acre property which he recently 
purchased in this subdivision. 
Chas. 
McMillan is another citrus nurseryman 
who has purchased in this tract, who 
operates on a largo scale. 


Since the North 
Whittier 
Heights 
property was purchased by a Los An­ 
geles firm in conjunction with Edwin 
G. Hart, who is manager and general 
sales agent, the owners have spent ap­ 
proximately $175,000 on a water sys­ 
tem for this tract and in road improve­ 
ments and orchard development in the 
property. There has been over 10 miles 
of concrete and Bteel pipe lines laid 
throughout the subdivision for distri­ 
bution of water and twelve miles of 
roads finished throughout the property, 
of which one and one-half miles is curb­ 
ed and has a 4-inch concrete base. The 
county has built a road from Whittier 
through tho North Whittier Heights to 
Pomona boulevard, at a cost of about 
$50,000.

The California Developmeat 
Board, 
n its annual report,, just received this 
week by this newspaper, says of the 
walnut crop: 


The California Walnut Growers' As­ 
sociation anticipates a 15,000-ton crop 
in 1915. The shipments for 1914 were 
as follows: 
Los Angeles county, 3,- 
585 tons; Orange, 2,887; Ventura, 1,- 
330; Santa Barbara, 828 tons, north of 
Santa Barbara, 250 tons. 


The acreage reported in 1914 by the 
state board of equalization was 089,- 
208 trees bearing and 424,501 non-bear­ 
ing. 


The counties reported to have the' 
largest number of bearing walnut trees 
arc: Orange, 190,871; Ventura, 132,890; 
Santa Barbara, 52,700; San Joaquin, 
52,160; San Luis Obispo, 50,000. Tho 
bearing acreage as compiled by Mr. 
George P. Weldon, of the State Horti­ 
cultural Commission, was as follows: 
Orange, 11,965 acres; Ventura, 
7,785 
acres; Santa Barbara, 4,800 acres; San 
Joaquin, 200 acres. 


Tho average production of walnuts in 
California 
for the last 
fifteen 
years 
was 8,469 tons. The importations for 
1913-14 amounted to 18,597 tons, but 
the average annual importation for the 
precdeing .nine years was about 13,471 
tons. 


Leading authorities place the aggre­ 
gate value of California's almond and 
walnut crops at approximately $4,000,- 
000.

YES, 
REGULATED TO DEATH. 


They sneer at the Republicans—they who are continuously looking and 
hoping for new gods to worship. 
But those among them who will think, will 
admit that some of the warnings that Republicans gave were sound, and that 
the country Is worse off for not heeding them. 
The Saturday Evening. Post, a 
newspaper that is not edited with any political bias, says this week, under the 
caption of "Regulated to D e a t h : " 


In 1868 the value of American exports carried in American vessels was 
one hundred and seventy-five million dollars. 
In 1914 it was one hundred and 
sixty-nine million dollars. 
Meanwhile, total American exports rose from less 
than half a billion to more than two billions. 
Prom the former date to the 
latter the proportion of exports carried in American ships declined pretty stead­ 
ily year after year. 


Now that is mainly an effect of government regulation. 
Say what else 
you please about it, there is the outstanding fact that in one way or another 
congress did most of it. 
Since 1868 we have built up a railroad system that is 
equal to that of all Europe combined and carries freight at the lowest ton-mile 
rate in the world. 
We have developed far and away the.greatest steel industry 
in the world. 
Other items of American achievement will occur to everyone. 
In the matter of shipping we were once in the world's van. That we should now 
be at the tail of the procession, if American skill and enterprise had been given 
a perfectly free hand to compete on the sea with other countries, Is unthinkable. 


We have tried a number of experiments in the way of government regu­ 
lation of business. 
Tor example, there is our experiment of leaving private 
owners to raise the capital for railroad expansion, while the government 
fixes 
the rates to which capital must look for its remuneration. 
On the whole it has 
worked tolerably well, but less well latterly than in former years. 
There is our 
experiment of trying to stop the coordination of business into bigger units, 
which has produced only annoyance so far. But in our experiments with ship­ 
ping we were open to foreign competition all along the line, and unless all fore­ 
casts of the effect of our latest adventure in that field—the Seamen's Act—are 
false tho result is going to be pretty complete failure. 
I t shows that a business 
may be regulated to death. 


A WELL-MERITED REBUKE. 


The most ominous, utterance from high editorial sources that has come 
from tho situation between United States and Germany, is to be found in Gol- 
lior's Weekly this week. 
That paper has been standing very fairly, we think, 
on all the difficult questions that have arisen, although frankly 
disapproving, 
not of the German people, but of tho House of Hohenzollern. 
Under the title 
" T h o Stranger in Our Midst," Colliers says: 


It is a bad omen that the German papers published in this country con­ 
tinue to view the whole controversy (from the standpoint of Berlin. 
They are 
anxious about Germany's interests in conducting the war; they are not anxious 
about the rights of the United States. 
Their editorials find satisfaction and 
conviction in whatever emanates from the Wllhelmsstrasse magnates, while they 
intimate very broadly that our government Is prejudiced, hypocritical, unneutral, 
subservient to England, Indifferent t o fact, and so on, ad nauseam. 
Out freedom 
of the press enables them to malign the administration a t Washington, but does 
not enable them even to criticize fairly the rulers at Berlin. 
I t is perfectly 
plain, that In case of a break with Germany many of these so-called American 
Germans will be unable either to curb their zeal for the old country or to shake 
off their habit of implicit and instinctive obedience to its orders. 
We have had 
many examples of this lately In the endless small " a c c i d e n t s " to war property 
of the Unitod States, in the bombs found on vesselB loading for England and 
Prance, and in the foolish-frantic activities of all these alleged peace, tnith, 
and neutrality leagues. 
These things may be only coincidences. 
I t is high time 
that our citizens of Germanic origin and Germanic sympathies pull themselves 
together and show that they care about the United States. 
The next few 
months are going to bo a very critical season for those whose hearts own a 
foreign and an antagonistic allegiance 


TURKS FALL BY 


THE THOUSANDS 


Sir Ian Hamilton Reports Ter­ 
rific Slaughter. 


MADE UNCEASING ATTACKS. 


Hot Fire of Allied Artillery Shatters 
Foe's Ranke—Sir Ian Hamilton Of­ 
ficially Fixes Enemy's Losses In Four 
Days 
at 
5,000 
Killed 
and 
15,000 
Wounded. 


London.—More than 5,000 Turks were 
killed and 15,000 wounded in Darda­ 
nelles operations from June 28 to July 
2, according to an estimate made by 
General Sir Ian Hamilton, commander 
of the British forces, In a report made 
public by the offlcial press bureau. The 
report says: 


"About 2 a. m. (date not given) the 
searchlights of tbe destroyer Scorpion 
discovered half a Turkish battalion ad­ 
vancing near the sea, to the northwest 
of Ktithia. 
The Scorpion opened fire, 
and few of the enemy got away. 


"Simultaneously the enemy attacked 
a knoll which we had captured, due 
west of Krithla, advancing from a nul­ 
lah In close formation in several lines. 
The attack came under artillery and

Absolutely speaking, no such thing as good government has ever been 
known. 
About all imaginable forms have been tried and every one has shown 
notable fallings. 
Government itself is at most only half a good thing. 
Its 
most important functions aro a product of human failings. 
Probably a com­ 
munity of saints would have no use for any government. 


Government is undergoing a tremendous efficiency test Just now. 
Con­ 
sidered as an organization for conducting the public business of a great com­ 
munity, the government of the Unitod States is undoubtedly inferior to that of 
Germany. 
But government is more than merely a concern for carrying on 
public business. 
It is a compact, a bond that involves our wills and, at least 
potentially touches all our relatlous. 
Personally we would much rather tolerate 
tho weaknesses of our form of government than have a man in the United 
States in whose presence it was not pormiBsablo to stand with a hat on, and 
concerning whom one could not, if one so minded, lawfully express the opinion 
that ho was an ass. Probably a free government can never be so efficient as 
a bossed one. That seems to be one of the inherent defects of democracy. 
The domagoguo is another defect. 
In short democratic government is far from 
absolutely good, yet it 1B the best there is.

from 1,500 to 2.000 dead. 


"About 10 p. m. on June 30 the Turks 
ngaln attacked with bombs a portion 
of the most northerly trench captured 
by us on the 28th. 
An officer of the 
Gurkhas being wounded (not danger­ 
ously, as it turned out), tho men be­ 
came Infuriated, flung all their bombs 
nt the enemy and then, charging down 
out of tho trench, used their kukris for 
the first time and with excellent effect. 


"About dawn the Turks once more 
attempted to attack over tho open, but 
nearly the whole of these 
attacking 
forces, about 
half a battalion, 
were 
shot down, and a final bomb attack, 
though commenced, failed utterly. 


"Prisoners brought in state that three 
fresh battalions were employed In the 
main attack, which was made by per­ 
sonal oiilcr of Enver Pasha, tho Turk­ 
ish war minister, who, as they definite­ 
ly assert, was present In tbe trenches 
on June 20. This is confirmed by the 
statement of an intelligent 
Armenian 
prisoner captured on that date. 
Ac­ 
cording to him. stringent orders were 
recently Issued that no further attacks 
were to be made, because if the Turks 
remained on the defensive the British 
would be forced to attack and would 
suffer severely, as the Turks hitherto 
had suffered, but Enver Pasha when 
he arrived In the northern section over­ 
rode the instructions, and orders were 
received 
by the prisoner's 
regiment 
that the Australians were to be drivuu 
Into the sea.

"On July 2, after a heavy bombard­ 
ment of our advanced 
positions by 
high explosives and shrapnel, lasting 
half an hour, the enemy Infantry ad­ 
vanced, but were driven back to the 
main nullah, a bout a mile from our 
front, by the accurate shooting of tho 
Scorpion. 


"The Turkish officers could bo seen 
endeavoring to get their men forward, j

WILL CONSERVE 


WORKERS'HEALTH 


Three Score and Ten Heritage 


of All Men. 


BIBLICAL LIFE LINE THE AIM 


Many 
Large 
Industrial 
Enterprises 
Have Developed Just ae Efficient De­ 
partment* of Health as Are to Be 
Found In Most Advanced Municipali­ 
ties—Seek Longer Life of Employees. 


San Francisco.—The biblical limit of 
threescore and ten will eventually be 
the natural heritage of every man, and 
the railroads are engaged in an earnest 
effort to bring about this condition as 
promptly as possible, said Dr. C. W. 
Hopkins, chief surgeon of the Chicago 
and Northwestern Hallway company, in 
a paper presented to the Academy of 
\ledlchie on "The Hospital Organiza­ 
tion of the Railway System." 


Dr. Hopkins pointed out that many 
large Industrial enterprises had devel­ 
oped just as efficient departments of 
health as were to be found in the most 
advanced municipalities and sometimes 
made even greater per capita, expendi­ 
ture. 
Tbe railroad physician or sur­ 
geon bad an especially fine held before 
him, as the railways were finding it 
their duty not only to prevent. acci­ 
dents, but to prevent disease from crip­ 
pling the efficiency of their armies of 
employees. 
"It Is now a well recog­ 
nized fact among the managements of 
the railroad," he said, "that it is just" 
as important to care for their sick and 
injured as it is to maintain a certain 
standard of efficiency or perfection of 
their rolling stock and roadbed." 


In considering the organization of 
such work he said tbe first considera­ 
tion was the-proper housing of rail­ 
way employees, in order that the man 
coultr feel well in the environment of 
a liome and be free from worry and 
anxiety. 
The next step toward effi­ 
ciency lay in the direction of physical 
examination to determine the approach 
of 
disease 
in 
its 
incipient 
stage. 
"There should be an 
understanding 
with the workmen that this examina­ 
tion is not for tlfe purpose of prepar­ 
ing him for the,scrap pile," he said,*! 
"but for the purpose of maintaining a 
condition of bodily health 
that will 
materially prolong his working days, 
together with a higher degree of earn­ 
ing capacity and efficiency. 


"Two general methods have been in 
use for some years by forty-two repre­ 
sentative 
railroads* of 
this'country, 
with the general predominance in fa­ 
vor of the hospital organization, where^ 
the men themselves contribute a cer-' 
tain 
monthly 
amount 
toward 
their 
maintenance. 
Twenty-four of the for­ 
ty-two railroads are today using the 
hospital organizations, some of which 
were established as long as fifty years 
ago. 
This was primarily brought about 
on account of a certain number of 
these roads running through a very 
sparsely settled country, where settle­ 
ments and doctors were few and far 
between, and there were no hospitals, 
and where It was found that men of­ 
ten suffered and sometimes died be­ 
cause of lack of immediate and proper 
care. 
By a small contribution by the 
men they were enabled to receive the 
proper care by good men and to enjoy 
the comforts that were necessary to­ 
ward their well being, and with but 
small cost to themselves. 


"The other eighteen roads 
employ 
surgeons and hospitals and treat their 
men for occnpatloual Injuries, paying 
all bills for such treatment and care 
without the small monthly assessment 
contributed by the men. 
There have 
been many arguments by learned econ­ 
omist^ 
both 
for and 
against 
each 
method." 


"The 
Transportation 
of 
Consump­ 
tives" was exhaustively considered In 
a paper by Dr. Henry B. Hemenway of 
Evnnston, 
111. Dr. Hemenway 
said 
that, 
although 
consumptives 
were 
prone to travel In greater 
numbers 
than any other one class of persons af­ 
flicted with disease, humanltarlanlsm, 
as well as law. would protect them In 
their desire to travel unless it be shown 
that their Journeys particularly endan­ 
gered their fellow travelers. 
The con­ 
clusion to which he came after review­ 
ing statistics and laws bearing on the 
subject was that the dangers involved 
were comparatively slight and that any 
attempt at segregation of consumptives 
during transportation was impractica­ 
ble. 


If the federal government were to 
undertake restriction of the travel of 
consumptives In the United Stntes, he 
said, it could do so only if the nuisance 
were very real. 
One thing to bo con­ 
sidered, he said, was the fact 
that 
most cases of tubercular Infection oc­ 
curred during childhood and that the 
large 
proportion 
of 
travelers 
were 
adults. 
Again, If there were special 
| dangers to the traveling 
public we 
should llnd passenger brakemcn and 
conductors showing a higher consump­ 
tive rate than similar employees on 
freight trains. 
But the reverse Is tbe 
case, lie said, and quoted a number of 
authorities to that cfTi-a.

Now York.—It was announced at the 
offices of the National Security league 
that the league has begun a' uatlon 
wide campaign to Induce large corpora­ 
tions and other employers of labor to 
encourage their employees to Join the 
national guard or naval militia organi­ 
sations.

LAND OFPROMBSE 


British See Great Possibilities 


In Immense Territory. 


MINERAL RESOURCES RICH, 


Diamond Fields Form Treasure Houao 
and 
Big 
Quantities 
of 
Precious 
"Stones of Fire" Still Lie In Sands of 
Namib—Copper and Copper Ores In 
Increasing Quantities. 


Cape 
Town, 
South 
Africa.—Much 
speculation has been Indulged in as 
to the value as a possession of the Im­ 
mense territory of Germnn southwest 
Africa, wrested by the Union of South 
Africa forces, under General 
Botha, 
from the Germans, who had occupied 
It since May, 1SS3. Six times the size 
of England, being about 322,450 square 
miles Igt area nnd including Ovambo- 
land, Damaraland and Great Namaqua- 
land and sparsely populated, it has 
been described as a -wilderness, with n 
fertile tract only here and there. 


A South African authority described 
recently in the Cape Times its domi­ 
nant physical features as follows: 


"A slowly rising, sandy const belt; a 
high interior plateau, broken by Iso­ 
lated mountain ranges and stony kop­ 
jes, and a gently falling eastern strip 
of sandy country which merges in the 
level expanse of the Knlnhnrl desert. 
The average height of the uplands is 
about 6,000 feet. 
The climate on the 
whole is healthful and eminently suited 
for Europeans, though malarial fever 
is prevalent In the subtropical north. 
Before the war it supported a white 
population of 14.830 people, with some 
250,000 natives." 


The territory's three great natural 
sources of wenlth are minerals, pas­ 
ture land and agricultural land. 


Says the authority above quoted: 
"The mineral wealth has been the 
most considerable source of prosperity 
since 1908, and it is certain to be an

ment of the country. 
The diamond 
fields form a rich treasure house, and 
immense 
quantities of the precious 
'stones of fire' still He in tho sands of 
the Namlb. 
The fields extend 
from 
Conception-bay 
(100 miles south of 
Swakopmund) to Angras Juntas, a dis­ 
tance of about 2C0 miles, but they uro 
intersected in many places by hills and 
ridges and tracts of worthless suud. 
The various producing companies, the 
great majority of which are German, 
hold a fifty years' lease from the Ger­ 
man Colonial company, and together 
before the war broke out they em­ 
ployed about 5,000 natives and colored 
men. 
From 1008 to the end of 1013 
gems to the value of $35,522,000 had 
been recovered. 


"How long will theso fields last? The 
experts differ, as owing to the vust ex- 
teut of the country over which tho dlu- 
mondlferous gravel Is scattered and 
the varying depths of the deposits It is 
extremely dltllcult to estimate tho life 
of the fields. The period has been va­ 
riously put at eight, fifteen and twenty 
years. 
New deposits may be discov­ 
ered, although extensive 
prospecting 
operations have not resulted in any 
finds for some time. 
Volcanic "pipes" 
containing the well known Kimberllte 
'have been found In the Glbeon, Beth­ 
any and Keetinansuoop districts, but 
careful tests have shown them to be 
barren of diamonds." 


Next to the diamond fields the cop­ 
per mines rank in importance.

value of the copper exported in 1013 
was $1,082,180. 
In the opinion of ex­ 
perts there is no doubt that the coun­ 
try will supply copper and copper ores

years ago the 
Union armies, fresh from the battle­ 
fields of the civil war and the surren­ 
der at Appomattox, 
marched

that had flown on a

phant host. 


This thrilling pageant of national in­ 
terest will be reproduced as far as 
possible during the forty-ninth annual 
encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, which will be held in 
Washington Sept 27 to O c t 3 n e x t

The Grand 
Army, which 
survived 
four years of campaigns and never sur­ 
rendered, will Koon have to lower Its 
standards, defeated by time, the only j 
enemy able to vanquish the veterans. 
Because of the Increasing death 
rate 
and the feebleness of the survivors of 
the great war It Is probable that tho 
Grand Army will never again hold a 
great encampment after the Washing­ 
ton event. As this gathering is the last 
In which -many of them will partici­ 
pate and as the anniversary of the 
grand review Is of such historic sig­ 
nificance to them and the country, they 
will make great efforts to be in Wash­ 
ington In September. The encampment 
will therefore be the Inrgest and most 
successful ever held by the organization. 


The navy department will have a 
fleet of torpedo bout destroyers, sub­ 
marines, gunboats and a cruiser de­ 
tached from the Atlantic tlcet and sent 
up the Potomac river to Washington, 
where the ships will remain during the
